In Paris. 


\ob«Mly Was Killed, But I'oMslderaMe 


l>:ming<* WHS Done—The I'ollce In- 


t estimating the Outrage. 


PARIS, Jan. 14—A bomb explosion 


'Ccurred about midnight in front of 
Vo. 65 Rue Monoeau and it is be- 
isved to have been the work of 
anarchists. 
Nobody was killed, but 


onsiderable damage was done in the 
icinity. The bomb is described as be- 
ng of the reversible sort, 
chiefly 


harged with dynamite, packed in gun 
rawder and concealed in an English 
in cracker box strengthened by a 
hick band of aluminum. In other re- 
peels the bomb is said to have been 
harged and prepared in a manner 
imilar to the one used by Vaillaut in 
tie chamber of deputies 
The police, at present, have no clue 


o the culprit, although some police- 
men on duty in adjacent streets saw 


i running swiftly away a short time 


revious to the explosion. 
In spite ot 


iis fact, and although the morning 


was so young, the policemen seem to 


ave made little or no effort to stop 
ie running man, who got away safely, 
he police are maintaining the usual 
eticence as to the ^ facts in the case, 
hus making it probablyjmore difficult 
0 trace the matter to its fountain- 
ead. 
It appears, however, that a porter on 
uty at No. 65 Rue Monceau, just be- 


midnight, was informed by a 


asser-by that a suspicious looking 
arcel had been placed on the window 
idge of the ground ft >or. 
The porter 


1 alerm rushed to the spot and, sei/.- 
ig the parcel, he hurled it into the 
addle of the street. A terrifBc ex- 
losion followed and showers of shot 
ere hurled in all directions, breaking 
1 the windows in the vicinity, al- 
lough they wore protected by strong 
ooden shutters 
Following the explosion there was a 
anic in the neighborhood, particularly 
mong Ihe people residing in the im- 
mediate vicinity of No. 65 and 63 Rue 


ionceau. The latter house was form- 
rly the residence of Prince Victor 
apoleon and its front waa considera- 
ly damaged. 
The report caused a strong force of 
olice to gather from all sides and the 
ue Monceau was aoon the center of 
.traction for Jarge crouds of people, 
ut order was soon restored, the inhab- 
ants, reassured by the police, re-en- 
ered their homes, and by 1:30 a m. 
nly the police guard and a number of 
ewspaper men remained on the spot. 
The explosion of" thn bomb throw 
everal large paving stones into the 
middle of the roadway, blew the cor- 


ers off the pavement, aad strewed the 
reel with broken glass. In addition 
oles were made in the stonework of 
everal of the houses. The porter, it 
ppears, W8B warned by a valet who was 
eturning home and who noticed the 
arcel on the window ledge. IE an in- 
erview published in the Matin today 
ie valet is quoted as saying that 


when he saw the tin box on the win- 


owledge he hurriedly entered the 
ouae and informed the porter that 
lere was an extraordinary parcel on 
ie window 
The porter hastened out 


nto the street, took the box and threw 
t as far as he could. 
The two men 


len entered the house and closed the 
oor. A moment later there was a 
remendoua report, as loud as if n can- 
on had been fired in the street 
Neither of the men noticed a fuse at- 
ached to the box. The police express 
lie opinion that the explosion was 
irected against M. Athslin, the magie- 
rat&who conducted the inquiries into 
he outrages committed by ftuvachol 
nd other anarchists, who lives in the 
,ue Vrwlay, facing the scene of the 
xplosion. 
Daring the morning the chief of the 


municipal laboratory was engaged in 
xaminiog the scene of the explosion 
nd it is said that he is inclined to 
bink that the explosion was more in 
he nature of a dangerous joke than an 
narohist outrane. He • is reported to 
lave ascertained that the bomb con' 
ained no projectiles and that it was ap- 
larently only charged with gun powder, 
'he windows broken are also said to 
lave been broken by concussion of the 
air and by fragments of the box and 
nol by shot or bullets. The machine, 
t is added, was made to explode on 
;ontaot with the ground.

BROOK i YX, N. Y,, Jan. 
14—At 5 


o'clock this morning all the trolley 
cais iii Brooklyn were tied up, the em- 
ployes refusing to take out the cars. 
Over 5000 men quit work. This in- 
cludes moloroien, conductors, electric- 
ians, switchmen and others employed 
at the various power houses 
All but 


one of the surface roads, and that a 
comparatively minor concern, are af- 
fected, It is claimed that the strike 
will yet extend to lines of the Brook- 
lyn Elevated Eailway company. The 
contract between the Kings County 
Elevated Railroad company and its em- 
ployes is such taut it n believed there 
can be no strike on that line 


The district assembly No 75, K. of 


L , which has control of all the trolley 
line employes in Brooklyn, had held 
various meetings during the pest few 
weeks and after the meeting on Satur- 
day their executive committee waited 
upon President Lewis, ol the Brooklyn 
Heights road, and again asked that he 
grant their demands 
They discussed 


the question for three and a half hours 
in President Lewis' office and finally 
Mr. Lewis refused to grant their de- 
mands. 
The outcome of this was that 


the committee held another meeting, 
which ended at 1 o'clock this morning, 
at which it was decided to tie up all 
the roads in the city of Brooklyn with 
the exception of the Smith and 'Jay 
street lino. This was done this morn- 
ing and not a car outside of the Smith 
and Jay street line is running 


The companies expected that the 


men would go out this morning and 
determined to anticipate them. 
They 


asked the electricians, about 1 000 in 
number, if they would take out the 
cars this morning. Every one of them 
refused to do it. 
One foreman was 


asked if ho was willing to take out a 
car. Ho rerused to do it 
He was The 


only foreman to go out. 
This morn- 


ng the people had to use the elevated 
roads. 
The trains were made up with 


extra cars to accommodate the rush. 
The public was greatly inconvenienced. 
The Court street line of the Brooklyn 
city company ran out seven ears be- 
ginning with 8 o'clock. The cars were 
manned, front and rear by two police- 
men. There was no trouble. 
There 


was one car running on the 15th street 
.iranch. It is said this morning that 
President Slocum, when waited upon 
at 3:30 o'clock by the executive com- 
mittee had conceded the demands of 
the men. 


The entire police force consisting of 


1,700 men is in readiness in case there 
be trouble, but none is expected 
The 


men's grievances and demands are 
thus stated- 


The state law provides that a day's 


work for employes of street railway 
companies shall consist of ten hours, 
within twelve consecutive hours. It is 
alleged that the corporations have re- 
quired the men to work eleven hours 
and even, latterly, twelve hours, with 
no interval longer than ten minutes for 
lunch, and even depriving them of 
that brief time in most instances. The 
wage rate agreed upon a year ago was 
$2 'or the statuary day's work; the 
companies, it 13 alleged, have msde no 
allowance for overtime. Tne mea de- 
mand an advance in wages in ac- 
cordance 
to 
the 
law 
regarding 


hours in a day's work, or $2 25 for a 
day of twelve hours. 
An address is- 


sued by the executive committee of 
district assembly 75 alleges that the 
trouble was precipitated by the Brook- 
lyn Heights company in excluding 
their electrical workers from work. 
The statement goes on to say that the 
flagrant violation of the ten hour law 
has mentally and physically incapac- 
itated the men for 
their 
work. 


All the companies run their trippers 
so that the men can make only 
from forty to eighty cents a day, 
While the corporations are not allowed 
by law to run at a rate of speed of more 
than ten miles an houri'their schedules 
are so arranged that the oars have to bo 
run at a rata of speed of from fifteen to 
twenty miles an hour. In consequence 
nearly 100 fatal accidents have occurred 
since 
tha 
trolley 
was introduced 


and countless 
injuries 
to 
passen- 


gers, all caused by the greed of the 
corporations. An official of one ol 
the lines said: 
"The 
companies 


cannot afford to increase their expenses 
one dollar. Immense sums of money 
mve been borrowed to equip the roads 
with the electrical systems and this 
money has got to be paid sooner or 
ater. 
The employes in the power 


bouses are organized as Knights o. 
Labor just the same as the motormen 
and conductors and when the signal is 
jiven to stop work they will fall into 
line and not a car can be moved."

Indiana legislature this week that will 
test the desire of the majority to place 
the liquor traffic under new restrictions, 
or rather confine its sale to places where 
there is a decided sentiment in favor of 
it.

practical local option, though the end i 
reached in a difierent manner and i 
supposed to avoid the conaWutiona 
difficulties in the way of a local option 
law pure and simple. 
The courts have 


been getting more liberal toward th 
people in the matter of restraining th 
sale of intoxicants and have gone so far 
as to declare that a saloon may be a 
nuisance. 
Having taken advancec 


ground against the saloon, it is believer 
that the present supreme court at leas 
would be inclined to uphold a law 
whose aim is the protection of th< 
home and the lessening of crime in thi 
state. There is quite a sentiment back 
of the bill, but it remains to be seen 
whether the majority will lend itself to 
any legislation that will array 
th< 


saloon element against it 


Arbitration LJuws. 


Various countries nowhave laws pro- 


viding for the arbitration of disputes be- 
tween employers and employed. These 
laws mostly take shape of merely arrang- 
ing for the method of procedure where 
arbitration has been agreed on or asked 


for. 
In Eugland compulsory arbitration 


laws are pronounced a failure. But in 
the north of England the great iron and 
steel industry established for itself vol- 
untarily a board of arbitration and con- 
ciliation. Tho board began operations 85 
years ago. It constitutes a standing 
committeo to settle gnevances. One em- 
ployer and one workman from each es 
tablishment aro represented therein. The 
employees elect their own representative 
annually in December. Tho standing 
committee meets usually once a month. 
If its members fail to agree concerning 
any matter in dispute, a referee is called, 
whoso decision is final. Before he makes 
it, however, ho must summon witnesses 
from the works where tho dispute is on 
and examine them. 


In 23 years this board of arbitration 


<md conciliation has readjusted wages 


IJO times, always to the final satisfaction 
•jt those concerned In tho quarter of a 
century since it began operations near- 
ly SlOO disputes have boou settled. 
The 


wage revisions were made in more than 
half tho instances by arranging sliding 
scales. 


France two years ago put into effect 


nil arbitration law. It is not compulsory. 
It did not begin to be executed till Feb. 
18, 1803, but by the close of that year 
its application had been asked for in 
109 instances, and 40 per ceut of these 
disputes were satisfactorily settled at 
once. 


Under tho French arbitration law the 


authorities may intervene to end a labor 
dispute when one or both parties to it 
ask for buoh interposition. Tho applica- 
tion is made to tho local justice of tlie 
peace. He notifies both parties of tho 
request. If they accept arbitration, thri 
he notifies both to send delegates to f 
council of conciliation. This is tho first 
step, the council of conciliation. If the 
council of conciliation fail to come to 
au agreement, the justice asks them 
appoint a common arbitrator or moro 
than one. If tho arbitrators fail, they 
themselves may chooso an umpire and 
leave the matter to him. This is final. 
If the trouble goes so far that a strike 
has already broken out, the local just' 3 
may invite the disputants to an arbitr i 
lion party.

Gordon himself, were massacred.

slave. 
After years of drudgery and

abouts and sent Abdulla to assist him to 
escape from tho hostile inahdistp.
